to the University of Mich- 
igan for two years, when 
her desire to do something 
different ignited a transfer 
to Chaminade University 
of Honolulu in Hawaii.

Dear Dave, 

We’ ve all our debts 
paid off, except for our 
home, and our fully 
funded emergency fund 
of six months of expenses 
is in place. In talking to 
people, it seems there are 
lots of different opinions 
as to what constitutes an 
emergency. What guide- 
lines do you suggest when 
deciding whether to use 
our emergency fund?

Dear Ingrid, 

There are three things 
to ask yourself when 
you’re tempted to dip into 
your emergency fund. 
One, is it unexpected? 
Things like Christmas, 
birthdays and even certain 
bills come around at the 
same time every year. 

If you’re not already 
budgeting for these 
things, it’s time to start. 
Otherwise, you might use 
your emergency fund for 
something that’s just the 
result of poor planning. 

Number two, is it ab- 
solutely necessary? Most 
of us think we know the 
difference between needs 
and wants, but sometimes 
the line gets a little blurry. 
If your car goes com- 
pletely kaput, and you 
need transportation, use 
your emergency fund to 
buy something affordable 
and reliable you can pay 
cash for. But don’t dip 
into your emergency fund 
just to upgrade your good 
car for one with a million 
bells and whistles. That’s 


a want, not a need. 

And three, is it urgent? 
Sometimes, you have act 
like a grown-up. Every 
idea that pops into your 
mind isn’t unexpected, 
necessary or urgent. You 
can live that way if you 
want, but the result will 
be a quickly depleted 
emergency fund. Then, 
what’re you going to do 
when a real emergency 
comes along? 

Practice the art of 
patience. Avoid impulse 
buys. Urgent things 
include stuff like a broken 
air conditioner in the mid- 
dle of summer, a busted 
transmission or sudden, 
unexpected medical 
expenses. A big sale at 
Wal Mart? No. Concert 
tickets? Definitely not. 
That great new pair of 
shoes you just saw in a 
store window? Give me a 
break! 

Your emergency fund 
is about long-term secu- 
rity, not instant gratifi- 
cation. Don’t use it ona 
whim. But don’t be afraid 
to use it when you really 
need to!

All anglers 
must register online to 
participate in the fishing 
season, and those age 17 
or older must have a valid 
Michigan fishing license. 
The harvest limit for the 
2024 season on Black Lake 
is six lake sturgeon. Offi- 
cials will close the season 
when one of two scenarios 
occurs: 

| The sixth fish is harvest- 
ed. 
_| Five fish have been 
harvested at the end of any 
fishing day. 

Fishing hours are 8 a.m. 
to 2 p.m. each day of the 
season. The season will end 
either at 2 p.m. 

Wednesday, Feb. 7, or 
when one of the above sce- 
narios is met, at which point 
anglers will be notified via 
text message and on the 
ice by DNR personnel that 
they must immediately stop 
fishing for lake sturgeon. 

Anyone who wants to 
participate this year must 
register online by Feb. 2. 
Get more registration and 
season information at Mich- 
igan.gov/Sturgeon.

Participating anglers 
must bring their own bright 
red flags (1-foot diameter or 
larger) to hang on their fish- 
ing shanties so that DNR 
personnel can identify those 
who are sturgeon fishing. 
Season officials emphasize 
that anglers are asked to 
hang one or more flags in 
highly visible locations 
on their shanties, because 
DNR personnel must be 
aware of which anglers are 
pursuing sturgeon fishing. 

Anyone harvesting a 
lake sturgeon must immedi- 
ately contact DNR person- 
nel on the ice. Official regis- 
tration of each harvested fish 


in the season. (courtesy of DNR) 


will take place ata DNR 
trailer located on or near 
the ice at the end of Zollner 
Road in the northwest part 
of Black Lake. Harvest 
registration may include an 
examination of the fish’s 
internal organs and removal 
of a piece of fin tissue for 
DNA analysis or aging. 
Lake sturgeon rehabili- 
tation efforts in Black Lake 
over the last two decades 
have been a successful 
collaboration between the 
DNR, Sturgeon for To- 
morrow, tribal agencies, 
Michigan State University 
and Tower-Kleber Limited 
Partnership. This population 


has increased in the past 20 
years due to lake sturgeon 
rearing and stocking efforts, 
research and protection of 
spawning adults, and this 
trend is expected to contin- 
ue. 

Anglers should be aware 
of marginal ice conditions 
on regional lakes so far this 
year and use extreme cau- 
tion when fishing. DNR staff 
will notify participants by 
email if instructions and pro- 
cedures change due to ice 
conditions on Black Lake. 
The Black Lake sturgeon 
season starting date will not 
change.

Kiera Raymond is a 
first year Sth grade teacher 
at Concord Academy in 
Boyne who wanted to plan 
a hands-on memorable field 
trip for her students. With 
the help from her adminis- 
tration they’ve settled on a 
class trip to Mackinac Is- 
land in the Spring of 2024. 

Part of the 5th grade 
Social Studies Curriculum 
in early American History, 
and Mackinac Island is a 
great hands-on, out of class- 
room experience to see first 
hand early American life, 
especially the battles that 
took place. 

“T wanted to create a 
field trip that parents didn’t 
have to worry about finan- 
cially. I set goals with my 
class that we were going to 
fundraise all of the funds 
we needed. We had two 
goals, the goal of “This is 
what we need to get there” 
- $500 and the goal of “this 
is above and beyond and 
we can do some fun things 
as well as education things 
(ex. riding bikes or getting 
ice cream) $1000. My 
students wanted to be hands 
on and earn the money 
themselves. 

We came up with the 
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idea of selling carnations at 
our school performances as 
one of the ways we raised 
money. As a performing 
arts school, Concord Acad- 
emy has a High School 
Drama performance as well 
as a Middle/Upper Elemen- 
tary Drama performance. 
This past weekend was the 
High School Drama perfor- 
mance of Snow White, and 
I had gone and made the 
investment of the carna- 
tions to be able to sell for 
families/friends to give to 
performers after the show. 
With the blizzard that 
swept through Northern 
Michigan, the show was 
postponed and we were 
left with 50 carnations that 
would not last until the 
postponed date. It’s hard 
lesson to tell a bunch of 10 
and 11 year olds, that our 
fundraiser actually left us 
with less money than we 
started, so I turned to our 
local Gaylord Helping Gay- 
lord Facebook page asking 
if anyone wanted to buy 
the carnations at face value. 
We bought the flowers from 
Flowers by Evelyn for $2 a 
stem and I was just looking 
to break even. The commu- 
nity really went above and 
beyond, I had an individ- 
ual buy all of the left over 
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carnations and donate them 
to Aspen Ridge Retirement 
home and so many people 
asking for my venmo or 
paypal. In just a couple 
hours, we raised over $350 
for the class trip, and with 
a grant that I had received 
from Mackinac State Park, 
we were for sure going on 
the trip. 

I broke the news to 
students in class on Friday 
and they were so excited! 
We wrote Thank You notes 
to everyone we could, and 
posted on the Gaylord 
Helping Gaylord page our 
thank you notes. It really is 
great to see the community 
step up and support edu- 
cation. Education has been 
getting a lot of bad press 
and many people don’t see 
the importance of work 
that teachers are doing. It’s 
refreshing to a part of a 
community that cares about 
students and learning. The 
comments were filled with 
people reflecting on their 
class field trips to Mackinac 
Island as a kid, I read some 
of the comments to my 
class and we had conver- 
sations that this field trip is 
more than just a cool trip 
to an island. It’s some- 
thing that they’re going to 
remember for a lifetime. 
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I am very excited to take 
my students to Mackinac 
Island this Spring, some 
students it will be their first 
time on the island, others 
are excited to go to the fort 
again after having knowl- 
edge we’ ll learn in class, 
and many are excited for a 
day of school out in the sun.

Sexual Assault Jury Conviction 


On January 10, 2024 
Stace Ryan Smith, age 48, 
of Petoskey and Boyne 
City was convicted by a 
Charlevoix County jury of 
Criminal Sexual Conduct, 
lst Degree and Crimi- 
nal Sexual Conduct, 2nd 
Degree. The facts which 
led to the conviction were 
his sexual penetrations 
and sexual touching of a 
child starting when the 
child was approximately 
7 and continuing until the 
child was approximately 
15. Additional evidence 
was presented for the jury 
regarding Smith’s multiple 
sexual penetrations of an- 
other child while that other 
child was 9-10 years old. 

Both situations involved 
the victims disclosing the 
abuse after many years 
of remaining silent. Such 
delays in disclosure are far

more common than im- 
mediate disclosures. Both 
situations involved a lack 
of DNA evidence, no video 
footage was present of the 
assaults, no eyewitness- 

es other than the victim 
observed the assaults, and 
Smith denied wrongdoing. 
Despite these issues which 
are commonly present in 
cases of this type, justice 


has occurred. Smith is due 
to be sentenced for his 
crimes in the 33rd Cir- 
cuit Court for Charlevoix 
County on February 16th , 
2024. 

Charlevoix County 
Prosecutor Christopher 
“Kit” Tholen prosecut- 
ed the case and stated “I 
am continually in awe of 
the courage of children 
and adults who make the 
choice to confront evil and 
come forward about such 
crimes. They have done a 
great service to our com- 
munity through speaking 
up for themselves, taking 
back the power that was 
taken from them as chil- 
dren, showing others that 
speaking up can be done, 
standing up for others who 
have chosen to remain si- 
lent, and protecting others 
from abuse.”

To the Editor, 

Shame On You Shame on 
Rep. Jack Bergman for im- 
plying, falsely, in a January 
4 press release that noncit- 
izens seeking unauthorized 
entry are responsible for a 
majority of fentanyl seizures 
at the U.S. southern border. 

In his press release Berg- 
man stated, “During 2023, 
Border Patrol seized enough 
fentanyl to kill the entire 
U.S. population” then fol- 
lowed in the same sentence 
that ‘in December alone, 
over 225,000 migrants 


were encountered along the 
Southern Border”. 

The facts, according to a 
CATO Institute report, are 
that 86.3% of fentanyl drug 
traffickers convicted in 2021 
were U.S. citizens and over 
90% of fentanyl seizures 
occurred at legal crossing 
points or interior vehicle

Rather, I ask 
you and Congress to update 
and improve U.S. immi- 
gration laws—you can start 
by supporting HR 3194,

in conference

Charlevoix turned the 
page on the schedule with 
a flourish, picking up a pair 
of wins and pushing two 
games above .500 and a 3-0 
start in the Lake Michigan 
Conference.
